The Navajos are today by long adds 


the most prosperous Indians in Amer- 
ica. 
Their vast reserve offers ample 


pastureage for their sheep and ponies, 
and though their flocks are a scrub 
lot, yielding little more than fifty to 
seventy cents a head in wool on the 
average, still it costs nothing to keep 
sheep and goats 
Both furnish a sup- 


ply of meat. 
The hides fetch ready 


j money. 
So do the 
wool 
and 
the 


blankets. 
And the Navajos are the 


finest silversmiths in America. For- 
merly, they obtained their supply of 
raw bullion from the Spaniards, but 
today they melt and hammer down 
United States currency into butterfly 
brooches and snake 
bracelets 
and 


leather belts with the 50-cent coins 
changed into flower blossoms with a 
turquoise center. Ten-cent pieces and 
quarters are transformed into neck- 
laces of silver beads or buttons for 
.shirt and moccasins. If you buy these 
things In the big wer.tern cities they 
are as costly as Chinese or 
Hindu 


silver, but on the reserve there is a 
very simple way of computing the 
value. 
First take the value of 
the 


coin from \\hlch the silver ornament 
Is made. Add a dollar for the silver- 
smith's labor, and also add whatever 
the value of the turquoise happens to 
be and you have the price for which 
true Navajo sllverwork can be bought 
out on the reserve —Travel Magazine.

HOW TO USE THE 


RED CROSS SEALS 


Must be Placed on Back of Mail Mat- 


ter—Xot Good for Postage— 
Post Office Approves Design. 


With the sale of Red Cross Seals 


in progress in almost every state and 
city of the United States, the Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis is issuing 
the following instructions to its fifty 
thousand paid aiiu volunteer work- 
ers engaged in selling the seals and 
to the millions who v-.ill buy these 
holiday stickers 
for 
use on their 


Christmas mail. 


The Post Office department has ap- 


proved of the Red Cross Seal Design 
and they may, therefore, in accord- 
ance with order Xo. 5020 of the de- 
partment "be affixed to the reverse 
side of domestic mail matter." Red 
Cross Seals must be placed only on 
the back ot letters and not on the 
address side ot" any packages that are 
going through the mail. 
They may 


be placed anywhere on matter going 
by express 
As many seals may be 


used on the back of a letter or pack- 
age as may be desired. 
Everyone is 


urged to use them liberally, since 
every seal is a bullet in the fight 
against tuberculosis. 
Care should 


be taken 111 sending merchandise 
through the mails not to place seals 
ovei the string with which the pack- 
age is tied, since this seals the pack- 
age against inspection and subjects 
it to tirst class postage rates. 


Red Cross Seals may be used also 


on the reverse side ot mail matter 
sent to Austria, 
Germany, 
Great 


Britain and most of the British Col- 
onies except India 
and 
Australia 


Gautemala, Uruguay and Portgual 
refuse to admit mail bearing non-pos- 
tage stamps. 


Red Cross Seals may be used on 


the face of checks, on bills, on legal 
documents, and on any commercial 
paper. 


These Christmas seals are not good 


for postage. The} v% ill not carry any 
mail matter, but any kind of mail 
matter will carry them 
The slogan 


of the campaign this year is "A Mil- 
lion for Tubercalosis from Red Cross 
Seals." Every letter or parcel sent 
out during the holiday season should 
bear one or more seals

Ort the Cth ctf March last, in the ab- 


sence of the- secretary of state, I 'had 
a personal Interview with Mr. Wilson. 
the ambassador of the United States 
to Mexico, in which he reported to me 
that the conditions in Mexico were 
imuch more critical than the press dis- 
patches disclosed; that president Diaz 
-was on a volcano of popular uprising; 
,that the small outbreaks which had 
'occurred were only symptomatic of 
the whole condition; that a very large 
per cent of the people were in sym- 
pathy with the insurrection; that a 
.general explosion was probable at any 
Itime, in which case he feared that the 
40,000 or more American residents in 
Mexico might be assailed and that 
the very large American investments 
jtnight be injured'or destroyed. 


I After a conference Vith the secretary 
of war and the secretary of the navy 
I thought it wise to assemble an army 
idlvision of full strength at San An- 
tonio, Tex., a brigade of three regi- 
ments at Galveston, a brigade of in- 
fantry in the Los Angeles district of 
southern California, together with a 
squadron of battleships and cruisers 
.and transports at Galveston and a 
ismall squadron of ships at San Diego. 
At the samr time, through our repre- 
sentative at the City of Mexico, I ex- 
pressed to President Diaz the hope 
rthat no apprehensions might result 
•ifrom 
unfounded conjectures as to 


(these military maneuvers and assured 


"In the Drst place. I want to make 


the mobilization a first class training 
for the army, and I wish you would 
give your time and that of the Wai- 
college to advising and carrying out 
maneuvers of a useful character and 
plan to continue to do this during the 
next three months. By that time we 
may expect that either Ambassador 
Wilson's fears will have been realized 
and chaos and its consequences have 
ensued or that the present government 
of Mexico will have so readjusted mat- 
ters as to secure tranquillity, a result 
devoutly to be wished. The troops can 
then be returned to their posts. 1 un- 
derstood from you in Washington that 
General Aleshire said that you could 
probably meet all the additional ex- 
pense of thl« whole movement out of 
the present appropriations if the troops 
continue in Texas for three months. I 
sincerely hope this is so. I observe 
Jrom the newspapers that you have no 
alauk cartridges, but 1 presume that 
:his is an error or that it will be easy 
lo procure tnose for use as soon as 
your maneuvers begin. 


"Second.—Texas 5s a state ordinarily 


peaceful, but you cannot put 20,000 
troops into it without running some 
risk of a collision between the people 
of the state and especially the Mexi- 
cans who l!ve in Texas near the bor- 
der and who sympathize with the in- 
surrectos and the federal soldiers. For 
that reason J beg you to be as careful 
as you can to prevent friction of any 
kind. 


"Third.—One of the great troubles in 


the concent ration of troops is the dan- 
ger of disease, and I suppose that you 
have adopted the most modern meth- 
ods for the preventing and if necessary 
for stamping out epidemics. 
That is 


so much a part of a campaign that it 
hardly seems necessary for me to call 


ten tion to it. 
'Finally. I wish you to examine th? 


question of the patrol of the border 
and put as many troops on that work 
as is practicable and more than are 
now engaged in it in order to prevent 
the use of our borderland for the car- 
rying on of the insurrection. I have 
given assurances to the Mexican am- 
bassador on this point." 


1 am more than happy to here record 


the fact that all apprehensions as to 
the effect of (he presence of so large a 
military forc-e in Texas proved ground- 
less. No d^rurbances occurred. The 
conduct of tne troops was exemplary, 
and the public reception and treatment 
of them was all that could have been 
desired, and this notwithstanding the 
presence of a large number of Mexican 
refugees in the border territory. 


From time to time communications 


were received from Ambassador Wil- 
son, who had returned to Mexico, con- 
firming the view that the massing of 
American troops in the neighborhood 
bad had good effect. 
By dispatch of 


April 3. 1911, the ambassador said: 


"The continuing gravity of the sit- 


uation here and the chaos that would 
ensue should the constitutional author- 
ities be eventually overthrown, thus 
greatly increasing the danger to which 
American lives and property are al- 
ready subject, confirm the wisdom of 
the president In taking those military 
precautions which, making every al- 
lowance for the dignity and the sover- 
eignty of a friendly state, are due to 
our nationals abroad. 


"Charged us I am with the responsi- 


bility ot safeguarding these lives and 
property. 1 am bound to say to the de- 
partment that our military 
disposi- 


tions on the frontier have produced an 
effective impression on the Mexican 
mind and may at any moment prove 
to be the only guaranties for the wife 
ty of our nationals and their property. 
If it should eventuate that conditions 
here require more active rneasiires bj 
the president and congress sporadic 
attacks might be made upon the lives 
and property of our nationals, but the 
ultimate re«nlt would be order and 
adequate protection." 


The insurrection continued and re- 


sulted in engagements between the 
regular Mexican troops and the insur- 
gents, and this along the border, so 
that Iu seveial instances bullets from 
the contending forces struck American 
citizens engaged in their lawful occu 
pations on American soil. 


Proper protests were made against 


these invasions of American rights to 
the Mexican authorities. On April 17. 
1011. 1 received the following telegram 
from the governor of Arizona: 


"As a result of today's fighting acros:- 


the International line, but within gun- 
shot range of the heart of Douglas. Q. * 
Americans wounded on this side of 
the line. * * * It is impossible to 
safeguard the people of Douglas un- 
less the towu be vacated.

After a conference with the secretary 


of state tb<> following telegram 
was 


sent to GoTfrnor Sloan on April 18, 
1011. and made public:

somewhat trying conditions presented 
by this invasion of American rights. 
* * * On May 2o. 1911. President Dia-/, 
resigned, Senor de la Barra was chosen 
provisional president. 
Elections for 


president and vice president were 
thereafter held throughout the repub- 
lic, and Senor Knuielsco 1. Madero was 
formally declared elected on Oct. 15 to 
the chief magistracy. On Nov. G Presi- 
dent Madero entered upon the duties 
of liis office. 


Since the inauguration of President 


Madero a plot has been unearthed 
against the present government to be- 
gin u new insurrection. Pursuing the 
same consistent policy which this ad- 
ministration has adopted from the be- 
ginning, it directed an investigation 
into the conspiracy charged, and this 
investigation has resulted in the in- 
dictment of General Bernardo Reyes 
and others and the seizure of a num- 
ber of officers and men and horses and 
aceoutenuents assembled upon the soil 
of Texas for the purpose of invading 
Mexico. Similar proceedings had been 
taken during the insurrection against 
the Diaz government, resulting in the 
indictments and prosecution of persons 
found to be engaged in violating the 
neutrality laws of the United States in 
aid of that uprising. 


The record of this government in re- 


spect of the recognition of constituted 
authority in Mexico therefore is clear. 
Central America—Honduras and Nica- 


ragua Treaties Proposed. 


As to the situation in Central Amer- 


ica. 1 have taken occasion in the past 
to emphasize rno^t strongly the impor- 
tance that should be.attributed to the 
consummation of the conventions be- 
tween the republics of Nicaragua and 
of Honduras and this country, and 1 
again earnestly recommend that the 
necessary advice and consent of the 
senate be accorded to these treaties, 
which will make it possible for these 
Central American republics to enter 
upon an eia of genuine economic na- 


spects 
among 
the 
lending nations ' 


might be scrupulously observed the 
American government proposed tht> 
nomination of n neutral adviser, which 
was agreed to by China and the other 
governments concerned. On Sept. 28. 
1911. Dr. Vissering. president of the 
Dutch Java bank and a financier of 
wide experience in tl.e orient, was rec- 
ommended to the Chinese government 
for the post of mom-tary adviser.

Newark people are daily showing 


a preference to the meter &er\ ice of 
the municipal waterworks depart- 
ment instead of the flat rate service 
which was generally in vogue several 
years ago. 


Before the city acquired the old 


water plant, the company had al- 
ready started the work ot installing 
meters where the consumer asked it. 
As a result at the end of 390r> there 
were 795 meters in use among the 
consumers patronizing the Newark 
Water Company 
These steadily increased each year 


until the propoity passed into the 
hands of the city. 
The municipal 
waterworks department 
prefeis to 


sell the water by meter, though the 
consumer may pay the tlat rate it 
he prefers. 


Therefore, those in charge of this 


department of the city's busines.3 en- 
courage the installation of meters. 
As a result of this encouragement, 
4(il meters were installed in the year 
1911, up to Dec. 1. 
There arc now 2,044 in use. This 


includes one half of the total num- 
ber of "taps" or services in the city. 
According to the books of the water- 
works department, there are 4044 
"taps" now recorded. In 1905 thoic 
were but 
2Hf> so the number 
has 


almost doubled in the period from 
,Tnn 1, 1906, to tho present time 


As has been shown by the monthly 


rf'ports of the waterworks depart- 
ment, the revenue from tho sale of 
wator not only pays the running ex- 
penses of tho plant and the interest 
on the indebtedness but it will roll 
up a neat balance each year to help 
pay off tho 
general 
waterworks 


bonds as they conic due. 


j No action upon the 
part of tho. 


city of Newark in recent years has 
been so highly justified by the re- 
sults obtained, as the* purchase of 
the old waterworks company's hold- 
ings. 


It is expected that the revenue will 
increase rapidly in the next few years 
and this increase will be accompan- 
ied by very little if any increase in 
operating expenses 


As was predicted at the time the 


purchase was made, the operating 
expenses have not exceeded $1,000 
per month.
